Tornada ‘Sweeps 
Regina. 


Regina, Sask., July 2.— 

With between 30 and 40 known dead, 
several hundred injured and five mil- 
lion dollars worth of property destroy- 
ed on which there is not a cent of 
storm insurance, Regina is today a 
city of mourning as a restlt of the ey- 
clone which passed through the city 
Sunday night, sweeping a wide swath 
as it went along, 

It was about the middie of the af- 
ternoon when the storm was first 
seen coming over the city from the 
souch, It came in two sections, one 
from the south east and the other 
more from the west, Suddenly the 
| two immense’ clouds came together, 
and with a sweep, a cyclone pillar de- 
scended upon the city between Lorne 
and Smith streets about Sixteenth 
avenue, cutting a wide swath down 
through the centre of the city, leavy- 
ing nothing but wreckage in its wake. 
Houses toppled over shifted from 
their foundations, crumbled from im- 
posing brick into dust, while the air 
was full of flying glass, timbers and 
bricks. Here and there a roof was 
lifted clear of a house and carried 
blocks before the building dropped, 
A street of fine finery was turned 
into an almost unrecognizable heap of 
rubbish. Hardly a-house was lefi. 
The first large buildings to come with 
in the scope of the storm were the 
Baptist and Methodist churches, The 
cupola of the former, together with a 
good portion of the roof, were wrench- 
ed off and whirled away by the cy- 
clone to Smith street, where it was 
dropped. The Methodist church was 
shattered by the force of the storm 
jinto an unrecognizable wreck, The 
| ¥.M.C, A. followed and while left 
partially standing, was badly wrecked 
Then the new public library fell a 
prey to the storm, The walls stand, 
but the roof was shattered and the in- 
terior badly wrecked. Next cameZthe

A physician recently discovered in 
the south of Russia a people who liv 
ed almost entirely on a diet of butter- 
milk or a milk product having the 
same properties as buttermilk. He 
found also that these people lived to 
a good old age. This led to further 
investigation and the production of 
artificial buttermilk.

THE SECOND WIND, 


Scientific Explanation of a Familiar 
Phenomenon. 


Every boy cr man wh» has tun a 
mile knows what it is to gain a “se 
cond wind,’ though he may not be 
able to explain why one minute he 
is out of breath and the next feels 
as if he could run several miles. 
This curious circumstance may 
explained as follows:

But if they will persevere the chok- 
ing goes off, and the result is what 
is known as “second wind.’ When 
the second wind is fully established 
the runner does not become out of 
breath, but goes on running as long 
as his legs will carry him. The fact 
is that on starting the farthest por- 
tions of the lungs are choked with 
air, and the remainder do not supply 
air enough to meet the increased cir- 
culation caused by exercise. 

By degrees, however, ths neglected? 
cells come into play, and when 
the entire lung is in wezking order 
the circulatio: and respiration again 
balance each «ther, and the ‘second 
wind” is the result.

His 
most noted productions were “Nature” 
for the Constellation, the “Genius of 
the United States” for the frigate of 
that name and “The River God” for 
the East India ship Ganges, These fig- 
ureheads were nine feet high and 
could be removed for repair or in ac- 
tion.—Harper’s Weekly.

There is a little island in Chesapeake 
bay, 125 miles south of Baltimore, 
where the world bas stood still for 
more than a hundred years.

prove matters, This massage Is most 
effective when it follows steaming of 
washing the face In hot water an@ 
can only be done at night. 

Dip the tips of the fingers In a goo@ 
cold cream and rub it into the skin 
with a gentle, circular motion, taking 
eare to stroke across, not down any 
lines that exist, and not omitting the 


hollows about the eyes and nose. 
Stroke upward from beneath the chin, 
This tends to reduce a double chin 
and round out a thin face. 

Massage until the last trace of cream 


has vanished, In the morning hathe 

with cold or tepid water and dust with 

prepared oatmeal, which prevents red- 
ness and roughness. 

This massage improves the circula- 
tion as well as cleansing the skin, but 
one must reinember that {t is neces- 
sary to have good health before one 
can be sure of a good, clear complex- 
ion. 

Diet has a great effect on the appear 
ance, so if the skin is oily it is neces- 
sary to avoid all rich and greasy food. 
Wiping the face occasionally with dl- 
| luted eau de cologne is beneficial In 
the case of an olly skin, and lemon 
juice is excellent for cleansing pur- 
poses. A few drops of ammonia or a 
pinch of borax in the water with which 
the face is washed is also helpful. 

If there is a tendency to superfluous 
hair on the face care must be taken 
what cream is used. The continued 
use of peroxide of hydrogen will light- 
en the growth, but nothing permanent- 
ly removes the bair but eleetrelysis. 

A good plan, however, for those whe 
cannot afford this method Is to perse- 
| vere with the use of peroxide, apply- 

ing it several times daily and placing 
‘a little pad of cotton wool damped 
| with the peroxide on the place affect- 
ed at night. 

This weakens the growth and makes 
it easier to remove the hair with 
tweezers, an operation which must 
also be repeated dally, but for a time 
is effectual. 

These methods need perseverance, 
and they do not effect a permanent 
cure. But it Is worth while taking 
trouble to reduce such a disfiguring 
and trying affliction. 

It {s quite easy and far more eco- 
nomical to make one’s own creams 
and toilet mixtures. And, fer another 
thing, one can then be sure that all tn- 
gredients are barmle&s and of bent 
quality only.

AYY person who is the sole head of 

a family, ov any male over 18 years 
‘id, may homesterd a quarter section 
of available Dominion land in Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan or Alberta = The 
erent must appear in person at the 
Dominion Lands Agency or Sub- 
agency for the district. Untry by 
proxy may be made at any agency, on 
certain conditions’ by father, mother, 
son, daughter, brether or sister of in- 
tonding homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
on a farm of at least 80 acres solely 
owned and occupied by him or by his 
father, mother, son, daughter, brhth- 
er or sister, 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead, Price 
$3.00 per acre. 

Duties.-Must reside upon the home- 
stead or pre-emption six months in 
each of six years from date of home- 


stead entry (including tlme ay ead 


earn each homestead patent) anc 
tivate fiftv acres extra. 
A homesteader Who has exhausted
